Words of the Excellent figures and Bafle Relieves that 
are ahout V^ti^t^oXis at Chilmenar, yet noneuery particu* 
lary fome may not le found fufficiently skilled in thofe 
parts i that might he engaged to make a Draught of the 
Place^ and the Stories their piBurd and carved. This 
Defire of the Royal Society, as I believe, it hiAted at a 
Summary Delineation, which might be performed by a 
Man qualify'd in a.few days, taking his own opportuni- 
ty for the avoiding much Expence, ( which you know 
they are never able to bear :) So I cannot but think 
Mr. Flower conceived it to be a bufmefs much eafier to 
perform then he found it upon the place, where he fpent 
a great deal of Time and Money, and dying fuddainly 
after, left his Draughts and Papers d if perled in feveral 
hands, one part whereof you have here, the reft its ho- 
ped may in fome time be recovered, if Sir John Char- 
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difis exad and siccurate Publication of the entire Work 
do not put a period to all further Curiofity, which I 
heartily wiih.
